Chinese Commmist Army officers and from Soviet personnel. DRV personnel will. 
handle only administrative matters. 


3. The DRV recently sleroney one motor transport corps under LIU Ching-nan 
( 44 ey 4) 93 at Kaopeng.~ The corps has 132 trucks with a total capacity of 
200 tons. It will transport supplies between T'ientung (113-5), 27-11) and 
Indochina via Chinghsi. 


h. The DRY alsp recently stationed another motor transpart corps under HU Chi-ying 
(34 4 % )° at Pinghsiang (106-hh, 22-06). The corps has 98 trucks with a 
total capacity of 150 tons. It will transport supplies betwen Lungan (107-36, 
23-10) and Pingheiang via Lungchou, and fron Nanning to Pinghsiang. 


On 7 August the full strength of the 156 Division, 52 Army, formerly stationed 
in the Nanning suburbs, was transferred to Chinghsi, Lungchou and nearby areag 
on the Indochina-Kwangsi. border to reinforce border defenses and to assist in 
extermination of local anti-Communist armed bands. 


One regiment of the 73 Division! assumed garrison duties in the Nanning suburbs, 
replacing the 52 Arny.
